Senate has refused to accept 
President Ford’s agreement to 
give Richard M. Nixon eventual 
custody of his Watergate tapes 
and papers. 
By a vote of 56 to 7 Friday, 
the Senate voted to give the 
government sole control over 
them and eventually to make 
them public. The bill has yet to 
be acted on by the House. 
In

action, 
the 
.Senate Appropriations Commit­ 
tee slashed the $850,000 Ford 
requested for Nixon’s transition 
expenses to $200,000, the same 
figure voted by the House. 
A month ago, when Ford 
gave a. 
full pardon, to the 
former 
president,

agreed that 
Nixon and the 
government would have joint 
access to Nixon’s tapes and 
documents dealing 
with 
all 
subjects for five years; after­ 
ward, Nixon 'would have sole 
custody, including the power to 
have them destroyed.

INDIANAPOLIS (U PI) — The Indiana State Highway 
Commission says it is constructing seven buildings 
around Indiana which resemble ‘‘giant brown igloos.” 

The bubble-shaped structures will hold 
millions of tons of road salt for the highway commission. 
The salt is now being stored in outdoor piles and in 28 
conventional-type buildings which are inadequately 
small.

Some even get 
into the pulm onary arteries, 
The anim al’s heart must pump 
so hard that its stamina is 
eventually lowered and death is 
the final result.

Be sure to keep your dog’s 
nails trimmed too as too long 
nails can cause injuries in the 
field. 


W hile the cost of m aintaining 
a dog through trips to the vet 
can be high, avoiding such trips 
can bring severe problem s— 
even death to your valuable 
hunting dog.

In this regard, Bill Edwards is 
again displaying some of his 
collection In the Cooper Jewelry 
Store window for the entire 
week. Many rare items, such as 
a carnival glass, may be seen.

States in the period from ap ­ 
proximately 1910 to 1920.

area. North wood was the only 
one of the four to sign, their glass 
and. they used a block N in a.

The first deliberately planned 
showboat was launched in the 
sum m er of 1831 at Pittsburgh. 
B uilt by m a ste r c raftsm an

newsmen of the day as a large 
flatboat with a sort of house 
built upon it. It was about six­ 
teen feet w ide and one hundred 
feet long, the enclosed portion 
divided into a shallow stage, a 
pit for the white audience, and a 
sm allgallery at the rear for the 
colored patrons. White muslin 
m ade the curt, a ins and tallow 
candles served as footlights. 
Seats were simply hard board 
benches. 
With little ceremony but much 
pride, the C hapm an fam ily 
launched their floating theater 
on a. July evening and began the 
trip downriver. They planned to 
make one night stands at every 
village and landing where an 
audience seem ed likely. If the 
adventure 
proved 
profitable, 
they would sell the boat at Newr 
Orleans, return to Pittsburgh, 
build a new boat and repeat the 
trip the following year. 
Eleven people lived on board 
the tiny boat that first season. 
Nine of them were m em bers of 
the C hapm an fam ily. They 
served as crew as well as ac­ 
tors. They tied up at hundreds 
of landings where the audience 
had never seen a play and even 
fought off river pirates on one 
occasion.

mission was fifty cents cash but 
they were more apt to receive a 
peck of potatoes or a side of 
bacon since few pecpie had 
money 
Their day started at 3 a m 
when they would begin their 
journey to the next stopping 
place - usually about twenty 
miles down river. They usually 
arrived in the new town about 
noon and two of the men would

ashore 
to 
advertise

perform ance. Shows were never 
advertised as shows or diver­ 


sions but as “Great Moral and 
Educational Exhibits” because 
the local clergy had declared 
shows to be immoral 
Troops 
preferred the midwest to the 
more Puritanical east where 
straight-laced blue laws often 
forbid their appearance. 
For five seasons the Chap­ 
mans floated downstream in 
this 
m anner, 
then 
am assed 
enough money to build their own 
steam boat. It had chairs instead 
of 
the 
hard 
benches, 
hand 
painted settings and a 
drop 
cu rtain replaced the w hite 
muslin and the troupe of actors 
had increased to twenty-one 
with an additional eight boat­ 
men 
They christened it the 
FLOATING PALACE 
With this new boat the family 
could wander upstream as well 
as down and venture into the 
other rivers that led into the 
Ohio and Mississippi. After ten 
years on 
the 
river William 
Chapman died and was buried 
at Cincinnatti. His widow kept 
the boat going for five more 
years, then .sold it. The family 
scattered to theaters over the 
country. 
The new owner. Sol. Smith, 
did not have the Chapman luck. 
The first night out of Cincinnati 
he was struck by a packet up 
bound from Louisville. The 
FLOATING PALACE broke in 
two and his audience was forced 
to swim to shore. 
But

now 
others 
had 
grasped the advantages of such 
travel and other boats were 
being 
built. 
In 
1851 
the 
FLOATING CIRCUS PALACE 
was built at Cincinnati. A side 
w heeler, 
she 
was 
painted 
red 
and 
gold, 
’had 
g aslig h ts 
and 
was 
heated 
by 
hot 
w ater 
She could seat 3.400 people in 
her 
d ress 
circle 
and 
two 
galleries The stage was almost 
as long as a city block and was 
large enough 
to 
hold 
forty 
dancing horses. 
There 
were 
acrobats, trapeeze artists, and 


clow ns, 
sioesnow s 
and 
a 
“museum of curiosities” in the 
rear as well. 
The Floating Palace had a 
small boat called the Hum­ 
mingbird which preceeded her 
to post advertising and this boat 
carried a m instrel show of its 
own. They also gave dram atic 
perform ances, In the season of 
1854 a m enagerie was added, 
and business was so good two 
more such showboats were built 
by the sam e company. 
In 1851 a William Hoyt of 
Dupont, Indiana designed the 
first steam calliope, but did 
nothing with his invention. In 
1857 
the 
ow ners 
of 
the 
FLOATING CIRCUS PALACE 
saw the possibilities of the in­ 
vention and installed one on the 
boat. The music could be heard 
ten miles away and called many 
a rustic from the fields to see the 
show. 
With the coming of the Civil 
War the river travel alm ost 
ceased .and the shows aban­ 
doned their fancy 
boats for 
travel on specially built railroad 
cars. The showboat is now but a 
memory 
except

casional one operated by some 
college or University.
